RECENTLY IN TURKEY, SOUTH KOREA AND JAPAN. REGARDING THE CURRENT 
CRISIS IN JAPAN, HE SAID IT WAS HIS OPINION WHEN HE VISITED THERE 
LAST FALL THAT ABOUT 90 PER CENT OF THE PEOPLE WERE OPPOSED TO ANY 
AGREEMENT UNDER WHICH THEY WOULD BE RE-MILITARIZED. 

EARLIER IN THE DAY, PAULING ANNOUNCED IN WASHINGTON THAT HE HAS 
BEEN SUBPOENAED TO APPEAR BEFORE THE SENATE INTERNAL SECURITY SUB- 
COMMITTEE TOMORROW. 

HE SAID HE HAS BEEN DIRECTED TO TESTIFY ON WHAT HE MIGHT KNOW REL- 
ATIVE TO THE SUBJECT MATTER UNDER CONSIDERATION “WITH RESPECT TO 
COMMUNIST PARTICIPATION IN OR SUPPORT OF A PROPAGANDA CAMPAIGN AGAINST 
NUCLEAR TESTING® AND OTHER COMMUNIST OR COMMUNIST FRONT ACTIVITY. 

PAULING TOLD A NEWS CONFERENCE HE KNEW NOTHING ABOUT SUCH 
CAMPAIGNS. HE SAID THERE ARE SCORES OF AFFIDAVITS ON FILE SAYING 
HE WAS NOT A COMMUNIST AND NEVER HAD BEEN ONE. 

IN REFERRING TO THE SUBPOENA TONIGHT, HE SAID "THESE COMMITTEES 


ARE TRYING TO SUBVERT THE BILL OF RIGHTS TO THE CONSTITUTION AND KEEP 
PEOPLE FROM EXPRESSING THEIR OPINIONS." 


PAULING SAID THERE ARE ENOUGH NUCLEAR BOMBS STOCKPILED IN THE UNIT
